OME ethnologists hav e sup p osed that by means 
of the Aleutian islands, stretching like a broken 
bridge from Asia to America, this country first was 
p eop led.

If you know no 
more about them than I did before I began looking 
them up , you are iuformed most sketchily, indeed.

HE flag of Jap an now flies ov er Kiska, which is 
one of the Rats and lias a fine harbor, and also 
ov er Agattu and Attn, which av e among the near 
islands. The latest estim ate 1 hav e heard of the 
num ber of the enemy there is 15,000, most of them 
on Kiska.

Though our arm ­ 
chair strategists disregarded it when we had it, 
it Is now one of the most v aluable p ieces of land on 
earth to us. That Is why Kiska must and will be re­ 
taken, p robably this sp ring. 
It may be a landing op eration and at heav y cost, 
hut whatev er the m eans and whatev er the cost, 
Kiska and all the real of the Aleutians are most 
necessary to us now.

Q —W hat is the p rincip le of the sodium v ap or 
lamp for highway lighting?

We Bring You Some Data About The 


Aleutian Isles; They Are Of Greatest 


Importance To America Now 


By DAMON RUNYON 


S 
O ME ethnologists have supposed that by m eans 
o f the Aleutian islands, stretching like a broken 
bridge from A sia to America, this country first was 
pecrpled. 
Ethnologists are blokes who are hep to the science 
of th e natural races and families of men, according 
to the dictionary, and specifically the branch of 
anthropology proper that considers man historically, 
com paratively and analytically. (P h ew !) 
T h ey do not alw ays agree on their little proposi­ 
tions any m ore than the rest of us You would be sur­ 
prised at their differences o f o p in io n ,a s to where 
we cam e from, though personally I am more inter­ 
ested in where we are going. In any event, the 
Aleutians, now one of our big war problems, figure 
In th e calculations as to how we got here. 
One ethnologist doped it out that a sp eech less 
anthropoid passed overw hat was then a com plete 
land bridge and that m ost o f the bridge then sank 
behind him into what is now the Bering sea. which 
w ashes the fragments of the bridge, or the Aleutian 
islands. This theory is highly interesting in that it 
m ight be a clue to the origin of certain o f our con­ 
gressm en. 


H E name Aleutian is believed to have derived 
from an Indian word “alait”, m eaning island, 
and the Aleutians, m ost of which undoubtedly were 
chucked up out of the sea by volcanoes, extend 
1,200 m iles westward from the extrem ity of the Alas­ 
kan peninsula toward the peninsula o f Kamchatka. 
Kam chatka is the peninsula that hangs down from 
Siberia into the sea o f Okhotsk, alm ost to the Jap­ 
anese outposts at the island of Paratnushiru. 
T h e Aleutians constitute part of the district of 
Alaska, United States of America. There are four 
groups of the islands, the Fox, Andreanof, Rat and 
Near islands. T hey on ce were known collectively as 
the Catherine archipelago and were included in our 
purchase of Alaska, then known as Russia.il Amer­ 
ica, from Russia in 1S67 for 17,200,000. which is now­ 
adays no more than the price of an old wool hat. 
I am giving you this lesson in geography and his­ 
tory with a little dash of ethnology because I think 
the Aleutians will be the m ost prominent name in 
the w ar n ew s in the near future. If you know no 
more about them than I did before I began looking 
them up, you are informed m ost sketchily, indeed.

The Science Forum

Q.— W hat is the principle of the sodium 
lamp for highway lighting? 
A,— Essentially a sodium vapor lamp consists of 
an evacuated glass bulb into which a small amount 
of sodium has been distilled, and a low pressure of 
a conducting gas like neon has been introduced. An 
electrical discharge through the gas vaporizes the 
sodium and causes it to glow wi th the typical o r a n g 1 
yellow color which is characteristic of that element. 


Q.—H ow long would the sun's rays continue com ­ 
ing to the earth lf they were cut off today? 
A.— The light from the sun takes about elgh; and 
one-fourth minutes to get to the earth, so that if 
the sun should go out suddenly we would keep oil 
seeing it for that length of time. The sun is the 
nearest of all the stark and its distance is about 
92.990,000 miles. Light travels about lagoon miles 
a second;

Boyce on property owned by the McIntosh brothers on East Sixth si., 
now the site of the Isaly dairy «tore. It became the Ttrst machine «hop 
in the United States to make a specialty of clay-working machinery. 
Mr. Boyce was born near W ellsville in 1842, a son of Robert and 
Christina Boyce. He attended the* 
district’s grade schools and while 
still a boy. served three years’ ap­ 
prenticeship with Philip F. Geisse, 
as machinist in the tatter's foun­ 
dry in W ellsville. 
The machine shop was built on 
East Sixth st. because of a near­ 
by 
stream 
of water needed 
for 
power. There 
were 
several 
pot­ 
teries 
in 
the 
neighborhood, 
but 
the larger part of the 
business 
section clustered about Second st. 
and 
lower 
Broadway. 
In 1869 the shop was razed by 
fire, but Mr. Boyce rebuilt. He be­ 
came Interested in the manufac­ 
turing of pottery machinery, a! 
though most of his friends and 
competitors thought him mistaken 
in his ideas. Because of bis be­ 
lief in the use of machinery as an 
important factor in making dishes, 
he stuck

the lS7 0‘s the Boyce foundry as­ 
sisted iu the manufacturing of the 
first pull-down 
jigger ever 
used 
in a pottery. It was invented by 
Isaac Knowles. A decade later the

With every pound of food im­ 
portant in the vast w ar production 
plan of the nation, he said, seeds 
rflust he of good quality and with 
reasonable 
care 
should

vegetables. 
America not only has to provide 
seed 
for 6.000,000 farm gardens 
and 12,000,000 city, town and subur­ 
ban gardens needed this year, but 
packages of seeds from IOO to OOO 
pounds will be sent lo itussia, b o g ­ 
land, India, Brazil and Africa. 
The worldwide demand for Amer­ 
ican seed, the specialist pointed 
out, has taken more than 50,000,000 
pounds for shipment in the lend- 
lease program. 
It is necessary, he declares, for 
gardeners to be serious about the 
vegetable 
growing 
program 
of 
America and seeds must not be 
wasted. He emphasized there is 
no place to r the tem peram ental 
would-be gardener who starts a 
Victory garden because his neigh­ 
bor is doing so. 
A well-arranged garden will sup­ 
ply fresh vegetables from May to 
late October, - Mr. Hies stresses. 
Success in plantings of lettuce, 
spinach and m ustard eau be made 
so one planting will be ready for 
food while another is growing. 
The gardener should know the 
growing period needed by all vege­ 
tables before they are ready to eat. 
Quick crops such as radishes, green 
onions, lettuce, m ustard or beet 
greens, Swiss chard, spinach, gar­ 
den cress and parsely will be ready 
for table in as little as six weeks 
after planting, if conditions are 
favorable. 
Can’t Be Hurried 
No gardener can make plants 
burry, so those people who grow 
Brussels sprouts, parsnips, squash, 
corn, onions, tomatoes, late cab­ 
bage and many others, will have to 
walt for th ree or more months 
after planting to get their vitamins. 
Vegetables are one of the most 
economical 
sources 
of 
vitamins, 
and a variety of vegetables will 
supply more vitamins and also will 
permit selection so the family does 
not become tired of being served 
the same fare day after day. 
These cold 
March days, when 
spring is Just around the corner. 
Mr. Hies said in conclusion, is a 
good time to get ready for the gar­ 
den season. Seedlings can be plant­ 
ed in indoor flats, garden utensils 
repaired and put in order, the gar­ 
den plot arranged, on paper, and 
seeds 
and 
fertilizer 
purchased.

CCORD1NG to history books and various records, the Patterson 
Foundry and Machine Co. was founded in 1865 by Andrew J. 
Boyco on property owned by the McIntosh brothers on East Sixth st., 
now the site of the Isaly daily store. It became the first machine shop 
In the United States to make a specially of clay-working machinery. 
Mr. Boyce was born near Wellsville In 1842, a son of Robert and 
Christina Boyce. He attended th e* -------------------------------------------------------- 
district’s grade schools and while 
still a boy, served three years’ ap­ 
prenticeship with Philip F. Geisse, 
as machinist In the latter’s roun­ 
dly in Wellsville. 
The machine shop was built on

Institutional users may obtain 
the 10-page registration forms at 
the local rationing board offices in 
the City hall. 
Listed In 3 Groups 
All institutional users are divid­ 
ed into three groups. 
Group one, the pooled book group, 
is comprised of boarding houses, 
fraternity bouses, summer camps 
and convents. 
Group two are institutions of in­ 
voluntary 
confinement, 
such 
as 
jails, prisons, asylums and homes 
tor delinquents. 
Group three, the general group, 
includes 
restaurants, hotels, 
tea 
rooms, taverns, cafes, night clubs, 
soda fountains, drug stores serving 
food, 
mission 
houses, 
canteens, 
lunch rooms and religious organ­ 
izations. 
Group three, in which most local 
institutions are so classed, is re­ 
quired to list the number of pounds 
of canned food used in December 
times the number of points each 
group of processed foods now is 
worth. 
These processed foods, as de­ 
scribed on the registration blank 
are canned soups, fruits, vegetables 
aud juices; 
commercially - frozen 
fruit and vegetables and dried or 
dehydrated fruits.

The OPA said the proceedings 
involve defendant* operating IHF 25 
Ohio cities. 
Jam es C. Gruener, regional OPA 
attorney, said the actions, seeking 
to enjoin defendants from slaugh­ 
tering any cattle, calves, sheep. 
lambs 
or swine, 
resulted 
from 
widespread investigations of m eat 
buyers, m arket and country auc­ 
tions. packers and slaughterers. 
He said some defendants will be 


charged 
with balling, neglecting 
and refusing to keep record*, thus 
making It impossible to determine 
whether quotas had been exceed­ 
ed. He added that the investiga­ 
tions indicate many have exceeded 
the quotas. 
‘‘The office of price administra­ 
tion is determined to stamp out 
all practices, wilful or otherwise, 
which contribute to black m arket 
operations,” Gruener asserted. 
“Today's action, in part, con­ 
stitute* OPA’s answer to black 
m arkets In meat.” 
He said the actions will be filed 
simultaneously, in U. S. district 
courts.

Hopeful Sign Waa Dropped 
One of the most surprising and 
hopeful sign# which Mr. Jinnah 
let fall was hi* ofter to Join with 
the Hindus “ in a government for 
the duration of the war, for the 
purpose of supporting the war ef­ 
fort.’’ There was a proviso that 
the British government and the 
Hindus must agree to the principle 
of Pakistan.

I ’ve already reported that I found 
a widespread belief in India that 
the solution of the political crisis 
would be for the British govern­ 
ment arbitrarily

auch great figures a# Dr. Syama 
Prasad Mookerjee. working presi­ 
dent of the orthodox Hindu or­ 
ganization known as the Hindu 
Mahasabha, and Sir Tej Bahadur 
6apru, the famous Hindu liberal. 
It is felt that war service would 
provide the medium to draw the 
parties together. In that connec­ 
tion it is highly interesting to 
note that Dr. Mookerjee and Mr. 
Jinnah, both of whom advocate 
this sensational move, are heads

are the bitterest of opponents. 


That agrees exactly with 
my 
own observations. It is dangerous 
to the general war effort to al­ 
low this destructive political crisis 
to drag on in one of the most 
vital of the Allied bases.

“Reverting to your question re­ 
garding a compromise, lf the Brit­

Japan Discusses Position 
"If the British government will 
give this promise, and the Hindus 
refuse to participate in this war 
government, 
then 
th* 
Moslems 
will cooperate with any other ele­ 
ments in the country in our own 
interests and those of the Allies 
and defend India against any ag­ 
gressor. 
“ I 
believe 
that 
India 
should 
make this contribution and I think 
that it should he done Immediate- 
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ly. It is unwise to leave the politi­ 
cal situation in its present state 
in view of tile importance of India 
to th*- cause of the United Na­ 
tions." 
Well now. one can see with half 
an eye that if the Indian factions 
could work together for the dura- 
( tion of the war, there would be 
real hopes of their being able to 
continue 
that 
cooperation 
after 
the war. 
Sapru gave me some pertinent 
observations on Jinnah’# position. 
Said this great Hindu liberal: 
“ To me it doesn t matter wheth­ 
er the prime minister of a national 
government, is Moslem or Hindu. 
I believe this question Is largely 
political, not religious. 
“ I believe the future of India 
Is going to be a federation of 
Moslems and 
Hindus. We must 
have national welfare at the cen­ 
ter. There must be a federal gov­ 
ernment which will control such 
things as defense, posts, telegraph 
communications and foreign rela­ 
tions. 
“ If necessary I would agree with 
the Moslems on provincial sover­ 
eignty, provided they agree to cer­ 
tain central restriction#. 
" I’m

and 
Hindus 
I do not accept Jinnah's 
claim that there are two nations 
living in this country." 
Sir Tej as usual has put his 
finger on a vital spot. Impartial 
observers in India maintain that 
to establish Pakistan and set up 
wholly separate Hindu and Mos­ 
lem states would be to preclude 
Indian unity. 
The consensus among such ob­ 
servers la that the Moslem minor­ 
ity could be protected by consti­ 
tutional safeguards. I’m not sure 
that Mr. Jinuali himself doesn’t 
believe that in his own heart, too. 
When I asked him how he would 
take care of the great Sikh minor­ 
ity in the Punjab if the Moslems 
took over that province under Pak­ 
istan. he replied that their inter­ 
ests could be safeguarded by con­ 
stitutional guarantees. Well, if a 
Moslem government can do that 
for the Sikhs, it’s hard to see why 
a federal government couldn't do 
it for the Moslems.

The men of the orchestra are de­ 
manding a basic pay rise of lo 
percent, in addition to a season of 
30 weeks. The management, which 
persuaded the musicians last year 
to accept a season of 2S weeks in­ 
stead of the former 30, has pro­ 
posed a reduction to 24 weeks. The 
men claim that such a reduction 
without a change in wages would 
be an ‘’impossible hardship.” 
The other dispute, that of the 
dismissal of the players, does not 
appear so easy to solve. Roth sides 
have made a definite stand on this 
and are not likely to yield easily. 
It originated with the appoint­ 
ment of Artur Rodzinski of tho 
Cleveland orchestra to be perma­ 
nent director of the Philharmonic- 
Symphony iii place of the recent 
system of guest conductors which 
critics complained ruined the or­ 
chestra. 
Rodzinski, accepting the resigns- 
tions of three players, ordered the 
dismissal of 14 others, Including 
the violinist Mlshel Plastro, con* 


cert master. 
The members of the orchestra 
rallied to the support of the dis­ 
missed men and have refused to 
sign contracts for next season uu 
less they are reinstated. 
The 
orchestra 
men 
have 
de­ 
manded a trial of Rodzinski by 
the Musicians’ union on the charge 
that 
ho 
unjustly 
impugned 
the 
ability of the dismissed men. 
lf such a trial were held and 
Rodzinski deemed in the wrong, 
he could be barred from further 
activity with union musicians and 
the orchestra would have to find 
another conductor. 
On the other hand, if the man­ 
agement stands by its guns and 
sticks by Rodzinski, it might find 
a disunited and unsatisfied group 
of players in its orchestra. The 
problem seems almost insoluble. 
It may turn out that Rodzinski. 
having staked his artistic reputa­ 
tion on his decisions, will retire 
from the field and leave It to the 
management to find another con­ 
ductor if the orchestra is not to be 
disbanded.

Bndget Points Beforo Yon Bny 


• Before y ou 
make selections of point- 
rationed foods, decide how much y ou can 
spend for each of the v ariou.s kinds of ra­ 
tioned items. It’s wise to budget so much 
for baby foods, so much for canned v ege­ 
tables and fruits, an amount for v egetable 
and fruit juices. We suggest y ou then make 
comparisons of the “ point costs" of v arious 
foods within etch of these groups and care­ 
fully make selections to make y our ration- 
points stretch as far as possible.
